IT was the glorious ceremony that our 
greatest sovereign deserved. 

Through more than 12 hours of majestic 
ritual, the state funeral for Elizabeth II 
represented a triumph of sacrament and 
spectacle that will never be forgotten. 

In the long story of Britain, no single pub- 
lic event can ever have stirred the heart 
more powerfully. 

Magnificent in its execution, reverential in 
its spirit, and epic in its scale, the whole 
occasion lived up to the highest standards of 
splendour and solemnity. 

Our monarchy has lasted over a thousand 
years, but this was one of its finest hours, an 
episode that will resonate down the ages. 

In January 1806 a state funeral was held 
for Admiral Horatio Nelson, who had died 
in action a few months earlier during the 
victory against the French and Spanish fleets 
at the Battle of Trafalgar. 

On the eve of that momentous clash, Lord 
Nelson sent a famous signal to the crews in 
his fleet: “England expects that every man 
will do his duty.” 

Yesterday all the participants carried out 
their duties immaculately, including the 
members of the armed forces who marched 
with an awe-inspiring precision, the reli- 
gious leaders who preformed the liturgies 
with humbling veneration and the Royal 
Family, led by the King, who retained their 
dignity amid painful grief. 

Just as impressive were the huge crowds 
that lined the routes of the processions, in 
places fifty deep, to pay their final respects 
in both London and Windsor, their conduct 
distinguished by a sense of reverence and 
gratitude to the late Queen. 

In its evocative pageantry and spirituality, 
the state funeral was not just a fitting tribute 
to Her Majesty, but was also a tremendous 
advertisement for Britain. With more than 
500 foreign leaders and dignitaries at 
Westminster Abbey and a global 
television audience _ esti- 
mated to be over four bil- 
lion, our nation gave a 
reminder of our 
enduring greatness. 

No other coun- 
try could have 
shown such 
unity over the 
passing of a 
head of state, or 
organised such 
a spectacular 
farewell. 

As demon- 
strated yesterday, 
the strength of 
our constitutional 
monarchy and the 
richness of our tradi- 
tions make a mockery of 
the fashionable metropoli- 
tan argument that our country 
is in the permanent grip of decline. 

The opposite is true. In our sorrow at 
the Queen’s death, we have mesmerised 
the world. 

Central to the morning’s proceedings on 
this extraordinary day was the service in 
Westminster Abbey, in front of a congrega- 
tion of over 2,000 people including interna- 
tional royalty, presidents and prime minis-

ters. But the

Since its origins in the 
11th century, the abbey’s 
hallowed architecture has wit- 
nessed many important rites, like corona- 
tions and royal weddings. The Queen herself 
was married there to Prince Philip in 1947. 
In the climate of post-war austerity under 
the Labour Government, epitomised by the 
rationing of food and clothes, Winston 
Churchill described the wedding as “a flash 
of colour on the hard road we have to

travel”. But no previous event held there 
could compare with the sacred grandeur of 
yesterday’s funeral. 

Just as the brilliant collective discipline of 
the military processions so perfectly symbol- 
ised the link between Her Majesty and the 
armed forces, so the sublime service was a 
vivid testament to the Queen’s religion. 

Throughout her reign, she had a strong 
Christian faith, which she spoke about 
openly in her 2014 Christmas message, 
describing her conviction as “the anchor of 
my life” and adding: “Christ’s example helps 
me see the value of doing small things with 
great love.” It was that spirit that infused her 
selfless dedication and made her so admired 
across the world. 

That admiration had already been ful- 
somely expressed by the public in the days 
before the funeral. 

As she lay in state, a colossal queue for

mourners formed, stretching over five miles 
at its height and taking on the form of a pil- 
grimage, until the doors of Westminster Hall 
shut at 6.30 am yesterday. 

Appropriately, the very last mourner 
allowed in was a services veteran, Chrissy 
Heerey from Melton Mowbray, who had 
been in the RAF. “I swore my allegiance to 
her. I feel very proud I was there,” she said, 
sentiments echoed by thousands. 


Sorrow 


At eight o’clock, the doors of the abbey 
opened, and the first congregants took their 
seats. Ex-prime ministers like Tony Blair and 
Boris Johnson arrived alongside European 
royals, Commonwealth leaders, foreign poli- 
ticians and guests who had been chosen for 
their special contribution to British life. 

Then, with the start of the service at 11 
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o’clock approaching, several members of the 
British Royal Family arrived, headed by the 
new Queen Consort, who has done such a 
sterling job in supporting the new King dur 
ing the mourning period, and the Princess of 
Wales, accompanied by her two oldest chil- 
dren George and Charlotte, looking both 
smart and solemn. 

The Duchess of Sussex, sorrow etched on 
her face beneath her wide-brimmed hat, also 
attended in another show of solidarity after 
years of friction with her relatives. 

With Big Ben tolling in the background, 
one resonant peal a minute for every year of 
the Queen’s life, the focus of attention 
switched back to Westminster Hall, where a 
bearer party of guardsmen conveyed her 
coffin from the catafalque within on to the 
naval gun carriage standing outside in Palace 
Yard, flanked by a large honour party made 
up of soldiers, sailors and aviators. The gun 


carriage has been used at every monarch’s 
funeral since Queen Victoria’s in 1901 and 
by tradition it is drawn by 142 naval ratings. 

That practice dates back to the ceremony 
in 1901 when the artillery horses which were 
meant to haul the carriage suddenly pan- 
icked and reared up after part of their har 
nessing equipment broke. An embarrassing 
disaster was averted when a quick thinking 
naval officer, Prince Louis of Battenberg — 
Prince Philip’s maternal grandfather — sug- 
gested that the job could be done by sailors. 

The sight of the young men in action was 
so arresting that it has remained a key part 
of the formality ever since. 

The images and sounds of the procession 
to the abbey were truly unforgettable, with 
the gun carriage accompanied by massed 
Scottish pipers, the Yeoman of the Guard, 
bands from the Royal Marines and the 
Household Division, and personnel from the

three services. Charles and other senior roy- 
als followed the carriage, though it was 
noticeable that, in contrast to their vigils in 
Westminster Hall, neither Harry nor Andrew 
wore military uniforms. 

For Andrew, this seemed of minor signifi- 
cance as he struggled in his grief to hold 
back his tears, reminding us that, amid all 
the public ceremonies, this is a family that 
has suffered a grievous blow. 


Bittersweet 


On arrival at the Great West Door, the pip- 
ers fell silent as the coffin was carried in and 
the opening sentences from the Bible were 
sung by the sublime choirs of the abbey and 
of the Chapel Royal, St James’s Palace. 

On top of the casket, still draped in the 
Royal Standard, there were traditional sym- 
bols of royalty, the Orb and Sceptre sitting in 


front of the glittering Imperial State Crown 
with its 3,000 gems. 

But there was also a highly personal touch 
in the wreath that lay alongside, made up of 
flowers from Sandringham, Highgrove and 
Clarence House — and some myrtle grown 
from a sprig that had formed part of the 
Queen’s bouquet at her wedding in 1947. 

The bittersweet nature of the arrangement 
was compounded by a card placed in the 
wreath by Charles with the inscription, “in 
loving and devoted memory.” 

The Dean of Westminster, David Hoyle, 
was also generously personal when he made 
the bidding at the start of the service. “With 
gratitude, we remember her commitment to 
a high calling over so many years as Queen 
and Head of the Commonwealth,” he said.

Thou Gavest, Lord, Is Ended”. Like many 
others present, the Earl of Wessex could not 
contain his tears at this point. 

The first lesson, from Corinthians, was 
read by the Secretary-General of the 
Commonwealth Baroness Scotland, the for- 
mer Labour politician and lawyer who was 
the first black woman to become a Queen’s 
Counsel in 1991. She did the job with fitting 
solemnity, as did Prime Minister Liz Truss, 
who read the second lesson. 

She had been preceded by the choirs’ ren- 
dition of an anthem, based on Psalm 42, spe- 
cially written for the service by Judith Weir, 
the first female master of the Queen’s music 
when she was appointed in 2015. 

There were two further hymns, one being 
a favourite of the Queen’s: “The Lord Is My 
Shepherd”. The other was “Loves Divine, All 
Loves Excelling” by Charles Wesley, the 18th 
century founder of Methodism, 

More striking was the sermon by the 
Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Justin 
Welby. Just five minutes 
long, it was admirably 
concise, as befits the 
wishes of the Queen 
who, like Prince Philip, 
loathed long-winded 
addresses. Not a word 
was wasted as he praised 
“her abundant life and 
loving service” and 
spoke about the cer 
tainty of the 
resurrection. . € 
the congregation, it was 
bold of him to refer to the seductions of 
office: “Those who serve will be loved and 
remembered when those who cling to power 
and privilege are long forgotten.” 

There were prayers from clerics of differ- 
ent churches and religions, reflecting the 
diversity of modern Britain. 

Another anthem, this one specially com- 
posed for the service by the Scotsman James 
MacMillan, led to the most moving part of 
the service. First there was a two-minute 
silence. A group of trumpeters from the 
Household Cavalry played the Last Post, fol- 
lowed by a haunting lament from a lone 
piper playing “Sleep, dearie, sleep”. 

After that draining performance, the clos- 
ing rendition of the National Anthem came 
almost as a relief. Moistened eyes could be 
seen throughout the congregation and the 
King’s features were a picture of agony. 

At the end of this pitch-perfect service, the 
bearer party of guardsmen carried out the 
coffin again to the waiting gun carriage, 
where it began the journey along The Mall, 
past Buckingham Palace to the Wellington 
Arch at Hyde Park Corner. 

This was the key chapter for the military, 
as the procession swelled to encompass no 
fewer than 6,000 servicemen and women. 

But the vast size, representing the biggest 
parade seen in Britain since the funeral of 


the Queen’s father George VI in 1952, did 
nothing to lessen the meticulous perfor 
mance of the marchers or the musicians. 

In their proud, collective bearing, they 
revealed the benefits of rigorous planning 
and intense rehearsals, as well as their deter- 
mination not to let down the Queen. 

Headed by members of the Canadian 
mounted police, with whom the late Queen 
had a special bond having visited Canada 22 
times, the procession was a marvel of split- 
second timing, attention to detail and vener- 
able pomp, embodied by the Grenadier 
Guards in their red tunics and tall bearskins 
or the Life Guards on horseback, the pale 
sunlight occasionally glinting on their silver 
breastplates and plumed helmets. 

At Wellington Arch, the coffin was trans- 
ferred to the hearse, a bespoke Jaguar whose 
design the Queen had personally approved, 
not least because its wide windows offered a 
good view to mourners. 

The hearse, accompanied by limousines 
carrying the royals, now travelled through 
west London and then 
by a rural route to St 
George’s Chapel at 
Windsor Castle. 

The chapel is the usual 
setting for royal funerals 
and it was only on the 
Queen’s insistence, 
based on her happy 
memories of her wed- 
ding and _ coronation, 
that the abbey was the 
venue for the main pub- 
lic service, the first time 
it had been used for

1760. On the way to 
Windsor, the public had a last chance to say 
farewell, and tens of thousands did so, some 
by throwing flowers at the cortege, others by 
applauding. 

Traditionalists might object to such prac- 
tices, but there can be no dispute about the 
authenticity of feeling. 

The ceremony itself at St George’s Chapel 
was a more intimate affair than the morning 
service. It was beautifully done, from the 
perfection of the choir to the skill of the 
bearer party, who must have been exhausted 
though they did not betray any tiredness. 

There were again the poignant personal 
touches, like the decision to allow the 
Queen’s fell pony Emma and her two corgis, 
Muick and Sandy, to see the final moments 
of the procession. It could not have been a 
more fitting move, given how important dogs 
and horses were in her life. 

Then at the end of the service came the 
most emotive moment of all, when she was 
taken to be buried beside Prince Philip. The 
finality was harrowing, yet this was mixed 
with a sense of serenity and peace. 

The odyssey, which had begun in Balmoral 
on September 8 had come to an end. 

Those 12 days have been among the most 
remarkable in our history, and they culmi- 
nated yesterday in a drama that did our 
nation, and our late sovereign, proud.

BRITAIN bade farewell to its longest reign- 
ing monarch yesterday with a State Funeral 
unprecedented in scale and grandeur. 

In the Gothic splendour of Westminster 
Abbey, the King and more than 70 members 
of his family were joined by 500 dignitaries 
including presidents, prime ministers and 
foreign royalty as the congregation of 2,000 
paid tribute to Queen Elizabeth II. 

Close to tears, Charles III led the choreo- 
graphed, solemn pageantry in the Abbey 
where his mother and father married and his 
family had celebrated so many landmarks. 

In a wreath placed on top of the coffin 
alongside the Imperial State Crown, Orb 
and Sceptre, sat a poignant handwritten 
message from the King: “In loving and 
devoted memory. Charles R.” 

He had chosen plants full of symbolism 
from the gardens at Buckingham Palace, 
Clarence House and Highgrove House. 

There was rosemary for remembrance, 
myrtle — a symbol of happy marriage — from 
a plant grown from a sprig in the Queen’s 
wedding bouquet, English oak signifying 
strength of love, as well as pelargoniums, 
garden roses, autumnal hydrangea, sedum, 
dahlias and scabious. 

The King’s ashen-faced family played their 
part but the strain of recent days showed. 

Prince Edward, Earl of Wessex, seemed to 
wipe away a tear and his brother Prince 
Andrew struggled to keep a stiff upper lip. 

Princes William and Harry looked dis- 
traught like their father while their wives, 
the Princess of Wales and the Duchess of 
Sussex, paid tribute to the Queen with jew- 
ellery she had given them. Kate chose a four- 
strand pearl and diamond choker as Meghan 
opted for pearl and diamond stud earrings. 

They joined the male Royals and Princess 
Anne who had walked behind the coffin 
from Westminster Hall as Big Ben tolled. 


Service 


Dwarfed by the Abbey’s 101ft-high 
vaulted roof, Prince George, nine, and sister 
Princess Charlotte, seven, stole hearts as 
they took on the daunting occasion with 
their parents. In a change to the original 
plans, William and Kate walked either side 
of them rather than in front, the Princess of 
Wales holding Charlotte by the hand. 

The Queen’s great-granddaughter was 
later consoled by a comforting arm around 
the shoulder from the Countess of Wessex. 

It was the first State Funeral of a monarch 
at Westminster Abbey since George II’s in 
1760. In its magnificence and focus on ser 
vice to the nation, it reflected the life of 
Elizabeth II and the institution of monarchy. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury Justin 
Welby said in his sermon: “People of loving 
service are rare in any walk of life. Leaders 
of loving service are still rarer. But in all 
cases those who serve will be loved and 
remembered when those who cling to power 
and privileges are forgotten.” 

He recalled a TV address the Queen had 
given in the pandemic, ending with, “We 
will meet again” to echo Vera Lynn’s war- 
time song of hope: “All who follow the 
Queen’s example, and inspiration of 
trust and faith in God, can with her 
say: ‘We will meet again.” 

World leaders joined kings and 
queens at the funeral. Most gave up 
their usual motorcades to be bussed 
from the Royal Hospital Chelsea 
under a security operation planned 
for decades. President Biden and 
First Lady Jill were allowed 
their armoured Beast limou- 
sine but then had to wait at 
the back of the Abbey for a 
procession of members of 
the orders of chivalry to 
go by, before taking their

IT was the most 
beautifully observed 
two minutes of silence 
as the nation was put 
on pause to mark the 
end of the Queen’s 
funeral service at 
Westminster Abbey. 

As the clock struck 
11.55am it seemed the 
entire United Kingdom 
came to a standstill as 
people tearfully paid 
their final respects to 
the nation’s longest- 
ruling monarch. 

State trumpeters 
from the Household 
Cavalry sounded the 
Last Post, signifying 
the end to the service 
and beginning the 
solemn display of 
respect. 

The two minute’s 
silence was followed 
by trumpeters 
sounding Reveille 
before the National 
Anthem was sung by 
the congregation.

public areas and 
churches welcomed

Walking with parents the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, 
nine-year-old George and his 
seven-year-old sister — who both 
lovingly called the Queen “Gan 
Gan” — were the youngest royals 
to take part in a state occasion.

Charlotte was seen whisper 
ing to her big brother, appearing 
to tell him “You need to bow” 
as the Queen’s coffin passed 
before the family travelled on to 
Windsor Castle. 

Second-in-line to the throne 
George was resplendent in a tai- 
lored navy suit with crisp white 
shirt and black tie. While his 
third-in-line sister matched her 
black frock with a black mourn- 
ing coat pleated at the back, 
velour collar and wide-brimmed 
hat with a bow-tied ribbon. 

Touchingly the Princess wore 
a horseshoe brooch, in honour 
of her great-grandmother’s life- 
long love of horses. 

Earlier the children had trav- 
elled in a procession car with 
their mother and Camilla, 
Queen Consort then waited at 
the Abbey’s Great West Door. 

They bowed and curtsied to 
Queen Elizabeth as her coffin 
was carried by before walking in 
behind it. Charlotte had gripped 
her mother’s hand while they 
waited for her father, who had 
walked in the procession from 
Westminster Hall.

William has revealed how he 
and Kate are “trying to keep 
everything constant” for their 
family since Her Majesty died. 

Speaking with well-wishers 
outside the Sandringham Estate 
in Norfolk, the Prince had said 
his children were “settling in” to 
school after their great-grand- 
mother passed away during 
their first week of term. 

He insisted that they were 
“doing ok”, adding: “We're try- 
ing to keep everything constant 
and settled for them.” 

Talking to Australia’s 
Governor-General at a reception 
for Commonwealth dignitaries 
ahead of the funeral, the 
Princess of Wales revealed that 
Louis had been asking lots of 
questions — but was still strug- 
gling to come to terms with the 
scale of recent events. 

General David Hurley said 
the Princess had told him that 
Prince George is “sort of now 
realising how important his 
great-grandmother was and 
what is going on”. 

Whereas Prince Louis has 


been enquiring whether the 


family’s summer visits to 
Balmoral Castle near Aberdeen 
will still continue. 

General Hurley added: “The 
younger one is now asking ques- 
tions like, ‘Do you think we can 
still play these games when we 
go to Balmoral?’ and things like 
that, because [the Queen is] not 
going to be there.”

QUEEN Elizabeth’s final journey 
on the state gun carriage was a well- 
drilled procession from Westminster 
Abbey to Wellington Arch that 
would have made her proud. 

Her coffin, pulled by 142 Royal 
Navy sailors, was escorted by her 
family as an estimated two million 
people swamped key central 
London spots such as The Mall, 
Whitehall and Parliament Square to 
pay their respects. 

King Charles III followed on foot, 
accompanied by brothers Princes 
Andrew and Edward and sister 
Princess Anne.

Parliament Square, Whitehall and 
The Cenotaph, Horse Guards, The 
Mall and Constitution Hill - all 
associated with joyous jubilees and 
weddings, now stood silent as the 
casket passed by.

THEY flocked there in their millions...

THOUSANDS gathered to watch the Queen 
take her leave of Buckingham Palace for the 
final time yesterday as her procession passed 
her home of 70 years.

PRIDE was mingled with sorrow as tens of 
thousands of people packed The Mall in 
central London to bid farewell to their Queen. 

Waves of emotion swept through the 
massed ranks of mourners as the funeral 
procession made its stately progress down 
the tree-lined thoroughfare, with the dozens of 
huge union flags fluttering in the breeze. 

After a brief silence as the cortege passed 
by, the crowds burst into spontaneous, 
respectful applause. 

Moments before, the sun had burst through 
the overcast sky, glinting on the helmets and 
breastplates of the Household Cavalry riding 
ahead of the flag-draped coffin. 

Philomina Osili, 62, from Tottenham in north 
London, said: “I was so overwhelmed. 
Everything that was said was on behalf of the 
whole nation. God must know how much she 
meant to us. It was just perfect.” 

Mourners had waited patiently for several

hours, many having left their homes well 
before dawn. Among them were veterans of 
the Armed Forces, displaying their medals.

The 56-year-old, who served for 30 years 
and now teaches engineering, added: “I was 
honoured to meet the Queen a couple of times.

HE splendour of Queen Elizabeth 
II’s funeral and committal service 
was matched only by the beauty of 
her life and the light of her faith. 
Kings and queens assembled 
alongside presidents and prime 
ministers in Westminster Abbey yesterday to 
say goodbye to a head of state who defended 
and embodied our most treasured values for 
seven decades as monarch. 

Every aspect of her magnificent life was 
represented as the extraordinary array of 
guests took their seats. 

This was a farewell to a woman for whom 
the US President crossed the Atlantic to pay 
his last respects. Former British prime minis- 
ters who were blessed with her counsel each 
week filed into the Abbey. 

Outside, there were thousands of military 
personnel who mourned the passing of their 
commander-in-chief. Roads were lined with 
ordinary citizens who wanted to show their 
gratitude for the life of a Queen who found 
so many ways to encourage her people in 
each era of her long life. 

And at the heart of the proceedings was 
a grieving family that has lost its most 
celebrated member. 

King Charles III, the Prince of Wales and 
Prince George will have been inspired 
and perhaps daunted by the love expressed 
across the world for the late Queen. One day 
they will take coronation oaths and aspire to 
lead the country with the same devotion that 
defined her reign. 

When a great person leaves this life, it is 
customary to say we will not see his or her 
like again. But the Queen has done so much 
to shape the lives of people throughout this 
country for good that we will catch glimpses 
of likeness for years to come. 

Though born to mighty privilege, she pur- 
sued a calling of ceaseless service to others, 
seeking out opportunities to encourage our 
nation’s unsung heroes. 

In nursing homes and hospitals, carers fol- 
low her example and comfort the most vul- 
nerable; young members of the Armed 
Forces away from home are emboldened by 
her tireless commitment to her country; and 
the millions of people who heard the Queen 
describe in her broadcasts how the power of 
forgiveness can transform lives will find 
opportunities to work for reconciliation in 
their families and communities. 

Above all, the world will never forget the 
grace and strength she brought us because 
we are bonded to her with love that death 
cannot break. 

As the Archbishop of Canterbury, Justin 
Welby, said in his short yet powerful ser- 
mon: “People of loving service are rare in 
any walk of life. Leaders of loving service 
are still rarer. 

“But in all cases those who serve will be 
loved and remembered when those who 
cling to power and privileges are forgotten.” 

Foreign autocrats who did not come to the 
funeral might well have shuddered if they 
heard these words. Tyrants who intimidate 


and eliminate their rivals will never enjoy 
the love that generations of Britons pro- 
fessed for our Queen. 

The funeral was the nation’s opportunity 
to say goodbye to Elizabeth II but it felt 
as if she was the one leaving us with a last 
message of hope. 

In the liturgy, prayers, hymns and readings, 
the world saw the pillars of the faith which 
supported her mission of service and the 
gladness and generosity of her humble heart. 

The services at Westminster and Windsor 
were devoid of gimmickry. There were no 
crass attempts to shoehorn-in a spin doctor’s 
idea of what constitutes relevance. 

Instead, these deeply serious yet joy- 
ful services expressed the core of what 


the Queen considered timeless and true. 
Archbishop Welby reminded us of how the 
Queen ended her broadcast during the lock- 
down by quoting “words of hope from a 
song of Vera Lynn” — “We will meet again.” 


E CLOSED his sermon, saying: 

“All who follow the Queen’s 

example, and inspiration of trust 

and faith in God, can with her say: ‘We will 
meet again.” 

These words will have comforted our 

bereaved King, who shares his mother’s 

faith. They will have also brought solace to 


families across the land who have lost their 
own loved ones in the past fortnight. 

It is so beautifully typical of our late 
Queen that a service intended to honour her 
memory will have strengthened the hearts of 
ordinary people in a multitude of countries 
and cultures. 

What sweeter thought could there be for 
people who may now be in their last days 
that before long they will encounter the 
Queen and Prince Philip in a garden more 
enchanted than any within the perimeter of 
a royal palace? 

Towards the end of the funeral, the 
Archbishop described the Queen as “our sis- 
ter here departed”. The genius of the Queen 
was to instil in a diverse and sometimes frac- 


us happy and glorious 
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tious country the idea that we are one 
family; we mourn now not just the death of a 
sovereign but a woman who understood the 
trials, griefs and fears of her people. 

King Charles, who has devoted so much of 
his 73 years to championing the aspirations 
of the most vulnerable young people 
through the Prince’s Trust, has a profound 
understanding of the realities of modern 
Britain. In his mother, he had the finest role 
model for how to use the majesty of the 
Crown to bring peoples together and nour- 
ish all those who strive for good. 

He was clearly moved as the congregation 
in Westminster Abbey sang the national 
anthem with gusto. The lesser known second 
verse describes the unique role of a constitu- 
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tional monarch: “May he defend our laws / 
And ever give us cause / To sing with heart 
and voice / God save The King!” 


HIS century began with a wide- 

spread assumption that an ever- 

increasing number of countries 
would embrace democracy and accept the 
universality of human rights. With war raging 
in Ukraine and a newly mighty China show- 
ing no intention of granting its citizens free- 
doms we have taken for granted, we are 
keenly aware that the liberties our land 
enjoys are precious and must be protected. 
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For 70 years, we were blessed to have a 
Queen who cherished democracy and who 
impressed the leaders of superpower states 
with her integrity and her confidence in the 
greatness of her country. King Charles will 
now defend this realm and its values as our 
nation’s epic story unfolds. 

A day does not go by when a son who has 
lost his mother does not think of her. Every 
time his thoughts turn to Her Late Majesty, 
he can feel pride that he has the honour of 
taking her magnificent legacy forward, and 
rest assured that the citizens who loved her 
wish him nothing but the best in this chal- 
lenge and adventure.

Carol Chambers, 56, and friend 
Jo Woolley, 63, travelled down from 
Newcastle to spend the night at 
Datchet before going to Windsor. 

Admiring Lisa’s floristry, Carol, a 
podiatrist, said: “It’s a beautiful, 
warm tribute from a place the 
Queen knew very well. ’ma 
complete royalist so | had to be 
here. When they played the 
national anthem on the television 
we always stood up. 

“You trusted her completely and 
she never let you down. She treated 
everybody exactly the same, that’s 
part of her legacy.” 

Charity worker Jo added: “We'll 
spend two days in Datchet and 
Windsor paying our respects. 

“It’s the least we could do fora 
woman who dedicated her whole 
life to this country.” 

Datchet borders the A308, which 
links Windsor with London, and 
formed a section of the hearse’s 
route. It is a part of Britain steeped 
in our history. Three miles along 
the Thames from Windsor sits 
Runnymede, where King John 
sealed the Magna Carta in 1215. 

Exactly 800 years later in 2015, 
the Queen went to the Magna Carta 
stone for the anniversary 
celebration. Her Majesty, then 89, 
said: “The story of the British 
monarchy is intertwined with that 
of Runnymede and Magna Carta. 
The values of Magna Carta are not 
just important to the United 
Kingdom and the Commonwealth, 
but across the world. Its principles 
are significant and enduring.” 

Those principles, of justice, 
fairness and mutual respect, were 
embodied in the woman laid to rest 
by her nation yesterday.

AT LAST she was home, her final duty done. 
It was time for Lilibet to be reunited, forever, 
with her adored Philip. 

In a homecoming unlike any other, Queen 
Elizabeth’s flower-bedecked hearse arrived 
at her beloved Windsor Castle. 

Just 25 miles, but a world away, from the 
global glare of TV cameras and the pag- 
eantry of her State Funeral at Westminster 
Abbey, this was the moment for the Queen 
to be welcomed back by her closest family — 
and by locals in the Berkshire market town 
Her Majesty loved to call home. 

Many residents had waited for hours to 
pay their respects, and gentle applause rip- 
pled through crowds lining the Long Walk as 
the cortege headed towards the castle’s 
Cambridge Gate, flanked by Guardsmen. 

Families hugged, grandparents wept and 
children bowed their heads when the flag- 
draped English oak coffin neared. 

Courtney Lloyd, from nearby west 
London, had been waiting patiently since 
6am — and burst into tears at the sight. The 
23-year-old sales and events manager said: 
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noise, the regular thud of field guns signal- 
ling the Queen’s last journey. 

The many floral tributes arranged along 
the castle’s manicured lawns made it seem 
as if a colourful meadow had sprung up 
there in her honour. 

Among the mourners was_ historian 
Elizabeth Brougher who had made the short 
trip from her Weybridge home early yester- 
day to complete a personal pilgrimage of 
devotion as her sovereign’s travels ended. 

Elizabeth, 58, said: “I am finishing the 
journey with the Queen. 

“I went to Edinburgh when she arrived 
from Balmoral Castle. I spent two days in 
Scotland and then I was in London for 
two days for the procession up there. 

“Then I wanted to be here at the 
end of Her Majesty’s journey. She set 
a great example for all of us.” 

After the procession moved 
beyond the castle walls for the com- 
mittal and private family fare- 
well, a knot of public mourn- 
ers remained to pay their 
respects at the Henry VIII 
Gate. But the crowds left. 
The Queen was home.

QUEEN Elizabeth II’s 70-year 
reign came to a symbolic end when 
she was parted from her crown for 
the final time, ahead of its official 
passing to King Charles III. 

Silence fell in St George’s Chapel 
as the imperial state crown, orb 
and sceptre were lifted from her 
coffin and placed on the High Altar. 

The sombre moment saw the late 
monarch’s life of duty come full 
circle more than 25,000 days after 
she received the instruments of 
state at her 1953 coronation. 

They will be presented to King 
Charles at his crowning next year. 

Her Majesty’s nearest and 
dearest gathered at Windsor Castle 
for the more intimate committal 
service following the pomp and 
splendour of events in London.

“Grief is the price we 
pay for love”. And yes- 
terday we saw it in the 
raw — a country consumed 
and overwhelmed by it. 

The day we'd all dreaded 
dawned with skies as leaden as the 
nation’s mood as Her Majesty left 
Westminster Hall on her final 
journey to the Abbey. But as her 
coffin travelled through London’s 
sombre streets, packed with well- 
wishers standing 20-deep to grab 
one last glimpse of her, the clouds 
suddenly parted and the sun broke 
through to shine down on her last 
magnificent parade. 

And as I looked at the Imperial 
Crown atop her coffin, the light 
dancing from its 3,000 diamonds, I 
kept asking myself: “Can there be 
majesty in death?”And in that 
moment I saw that there could — 
glorious, sublime, exalted majesty, 
the kind of majesty that not only 
raises up grief and turns it into 
something much more powerful, 
but engenders _heart-bursting 
pride, not just in our Queen, but in 
our people, our traditions, our 
military...our whole nation. 

We felt all that yesterday. 
Watching that bottle green gun- 
carriage roll past with its precious 
cargo, drawn by 142 Royal Navy 
Ratings, escorted by her loyal 
Beefeaters and her dashing 
Grenadier Guards, all slow march- 
ing to the haunting strains of 
military pipers, I realised that what 
we were witnessing was the very 
essence of majesty. 

And I don’t think I’ve ever felt 
more proud of our little country, 
even though it was a pride tinged 
with grief and regret that we will 
never see Elizabeth’s like again. 

It felt fitting that her public fare- 
well should be in Westminster 
Abbey, where the most momen- 
tous events of her life took place. 
It was there, as a nervous girl, that 
she was crowned Queen, and 
there, six years earlier, where she 
married her beloved Philip. It was 
fitting too, that her family goodbye 
should be in St George’s Chapel at 
Windsor, where 18 months ago she 
sat hunched and alone in a solitary 
pew mourning his death. 


OW OUR hearts went 

out to her then — her 

courage, her steadfast- 
ness. How we yearned to throw a 
protective arm around this woman 
who had always been our rock but 
who seemed lost without hers. 
Yesterday she was back under the 
Abbey’s vast arches for one final 
time. And this time she wasn’t 
alone. Everyone she loved, and 
those whose lives she’d touched, 
was there to say goodbye. 

After the service, her oak coffin 
was carried past the grave of the 
Unknown Soldier, where countless 
times she had stopped to pay trib- 
ute to our war dead. Yesterday she 
was with those soldiers in some 
celestial outpost looking down on 
us. We’d had her in life, now those 
who fought and died for Queen 
and country have her in death. 

Make no mistake. What we wit- 
nessed yesterday in the Abbey was 
spectacular and unprecedented. 
No other country could have done 
a valedictory ceremony like this. 
And no one who watched it, no 
one who was there, will ever forget 
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This was the best of Britain 
faultless, beautiful and

it. It will be etched in our hearts 
and minds our whole lives — as will 
the woman at the heart of it. This 
was the very best of Britain, a 
celebration of our greatest ever 
monarch. It was faultless, beautiful 
and moving beyond measure. 

I felt enormous pride that not 
only did we do this for her but that 
she played such a huge part in it. 
She wanted yesterday not just to be 
about her but about the monarchy 
itself, its traditions, armed forces 
and their valour. It was the embodi- 
ment of everything that’s great 
about this country — and more. 

It was also the final curtain com- 
ing down on the great Elizabethan 
age, even though few of us were 
ready or willing to say goodbye to 
the woman at the heart of it.

Just look at what happened yester- 
day - the princes, presidents, 
sultans, heads of state who came 
to bid her farewell. Just look at the 
four billion people worldwide who 
tuned in to watch our Queen go to 
her final resting place. And then 
tell me Britain is irrelevant. 

The greatest gathering of leaders 
in recent history came to pay their 
respects to her — and to us. And 
how much could they learn from 
this woman whose sense of duty, 
service, responsibility and sacrifice 
lit up this country and shone like a 
beacon around the world? 

They came yesterday to bask in 
the presence of what they all strive 
for — greatness — and which few of 
them will ever attain. What any of 
them would give to embody what 
she stood for... and be loved by an 
entire nation for it. What they 
would give to have her place in a 
world where she was revered for 
the old fashioned values she 
extolled — duty, service, responsi- 
bility, sacrifice. Yet four billion 
people mourned the loss of her 
and those values. Joe Biden said 


the world was better for having 
her in it. And the irony here is that 
he and all the other world leaders 
at that service know it’s unlikely 
the same will ever be said of them. 


N RECENT days I’ve 

wondered if the prospect of 

passing frightened Elizabeth. 
But I suspect her faith allowed her 
the certainty that in death she 
would be reunited with her family. 
And if there is comfort for us in 
any of this, it has to be that. She is 
now with her beloved Philip, her 
father King George VI, the Queen 
Mother, and her sister, Princess 
Margaret, for eternity. 

A week ago, letting her go felt 
impossible. But Elizabeth, more 
than most, understood the circle of 
life — that there is a time to live and 
a time to die. Her comfort in those 
final days must have been to know 
hers has been a life well-lived, her 
promise to serve her country to her 
dying breath fulfilled. 

The Platinum Jubilee confirmed 
it. She stood there on that balcony 
just weeks ago knowing it would 
probably be for the last time, but 
her face as she looked out onto 
the cheering crowds was joyous. 
She was loved — and she knew it. 
How many of us are afforded that 
kind of end? And her legacy will

HALF of the world put their lives 
on pause yesterday to immerse 
themselves in the drama of Her 
Majesty’s funeral as Britain became 
the focus of the planet’s gaze. 

An estimated four billion people 
tuned into hundreds of interna- 
tional TV networks while millions 
in the UK sat in pubs, shared TVs 
with friends and family or viewed 
the proceedings on giant screens in 
churches and town squares. 

They watched with solemnity as 
the BBC, ITV and Sky News com- 
peted to capture the once-in-a-life- 
time poignancy of the occasion. 

But popular TV stations in France 
also cleared the normal schedules 
to dedicate airtime to coverage. 

It was also beamed to the likes of 
Thailand, Bahrain, Canada, and 
Hong Kong, where hundreds kept 
up with the funeral on their 
phones. Customers packed into 
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bars in Sydney, Australia, to watch 
the ceremony. Nina Whitfeld, who 
was at the Lord Dudley Hotel in 
the city’s eastern suburbs, captured 
the mood in saying: “This is a

ITV's silence was 


an admission the 
BBC always wins 


ON an occasion such as this, 
silence can be an enormous 
comfort. It allows for quiet 
contemplation and reflection, 
a chance to be alone with 

our thoughts. 

But while the BBC yesterday 
offered us a silence of sorts, 
via its commentary-free red 
button option, for once that 
didn’t really appeal. 

Presenters, commentators, 
royal-watchers, the stream of 
famous guests taking turns to 
pay heartfelt tribute — at times, 
| grant you, such people rather 
like the sound of their own 
voices, but at times we viewers 
rather like it as well, though we 
may not always care to admit it. 

We also rather like their 
company, reassuring in its 
familiarity. Yesterday was one 
of those occasions. 

In that respect, the BBC’s 
coverage, with Huw Edwards 
and Kirsty Young key to the 
proceedings and the ever 
dependable David Dimbleby 
among the team, was surely 
the obvious choice for the vast 
majority of viewers, as the 
corporation invariably is on 
occasions of such significance. 


Cherished 


The BBC these days may be 
teeming with types who take 
sniffy exception to this kind of 
thing — to grandeur, to ancient 
traditions, cherished by so 
many, that remain at the core of 
our culture — but such chippy 
dissenters appear to have 
carried little clout. Thank the 
Lord. Maybe someone’s locked 
them in a cupboard. 

By covering the Queen’s 
committal Dimbleby, whose 
role yesterday might not on the 
scale it might once have been, 
has followed in the footsteps of 
his father Richard who fronted 
the BBC’s coverage of King 
George VI’s funeral. 

That solemn occasion, too, 
marked the end of an era, but in 
TV terms those were very 
different times, not least 
because Dimbleby Snr and his 
ITV counterpart that day, Brian 
Connell, weren’t having to 
operate under the suffocating 
scrutiny of social media, fearful 
of their merest slip-up being 
gleefully pounced upon. 

The other significant 
difference nowadays is in the 
length and breadth of the TV 
coverage and the number of 
personalities involved, either 
behind the microphone or on 
screen. Whichever channel you 
chose yesterday, you'll have 
witnessed the most enormous 
team effort. 

Sophie Raworth, Anita Rani 
and JJ Chalmers were also 
among those on duty for the 
BBC, while ITV’s coverage, 
anchored by Tom Bradby and 
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TV Editor 


Julie Etchingham, included 
prominent roles for Mary 
Nightingale, Chris Ship, Rageh 
Omaar, Nina Hossain and 
Charlene White. 

All a bit much? Well, 
perhaps. But let’s save that 
discussion for another day. 

In defence of what may 
appear to be excessive staffing 
levels, surely the sheer scale of 
yesterday’s event — the 
ceremony, the elaborate 
protocol, the extraordinary 
number of dignitaries and 
distinguished guests, 
identifying some of whom, let’s 
be honest, we needed a little 
help with — required all hands 
to the deck. So let’s cut the TV 
people a little slack. 

On the BBC it was Fergal 
Keane whose voice we heard 
first once the funeral service 
had concluded. 

As Her Majesty’s coffin 
began its final journey from the 
Abbey, Keane very fittingly 
quoted the former Poet 
Laureate William Wordsworth: 
Yet shall some tribute of regret 
be paid/ 

When her long life hath reached 
its final day/ 

Men are we, and must grieve 
when even the Shade/ 

Of that which once was great is 
passed away. 

Huw Edwards then added 
his own observations once 
the pall bearers had descended 
the steps. 

Atop the Queen’s coffin, Huw 
explained, were a magnificent 
wreath and a simply worded 
card (“In loving and devoted 
memory, Charles R”), with the 
Imperial State Crown, the Orb 
and Sceptre — “the emblems of 
majesty and earthly power, 
glinting and gleaming in the 
sunlight.” 

This was, he declared, truly a 
day of history. 

Meanwhile, over on ITV, 
they’d clearly decided to step 
back and allow the pictures to 
tell their own story, saying little 
for some considerable time. 

“There were so many things 
we could say,” presenter Tom 
Bradby eventually remarked, as 
we finally cut back to him in 
Windsor just before 2pm, “after 
that service of solemn beauty 
and mesmerising precision.” 

It was as if to acknowledge 
that, when it came to finding 
the right words, the BBC was 
always going to win.

island’s capital St John’s after its 
government declared the funeral a 
national holiday. 

The focus was the service of 
worship at the Cathedral of St John 
the Divine.

He insisted Antigua and Barbuda 
would continue to give their “full 
support and allegiance to King 
Charles III” until such time as the 
country, if it chooses, becomes a 
republic.

As well as locals, hundreds of 
holidaying Britons huddled around 
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televisions to watch the funeral in 
their hotels. Similar services were 
held across the Commonwealth. In 
Malta there was a 21-gun salute 
and flags flew at half-mast. 

The Mediterranean island has a 
special relationship with Queen 
Elizabeth, as she and Prince Philip 
lived there as newlyweds. 

Flowers were left at the villa 
where the young couple set up 
home between 1949 and 1951. In 
Calcutta, India, mourners left flow- 
ers beside a memorial while in 
Pakistan, mourners held placards 
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with messages in tribute. And it was 
a similar scene with monks in the 
Nepalese capital Kathmandu. 

Canada marked a national day of 
mourning while Australians and 
New Zealanders will be able to 
mark the death with a one-off 
public holiday on September 22 
and 26, respectively.

OOD rationing. No internet. No 
mobile phones. Not even a motorway. 
Only one TV channel, broadcasting in 
black and white to the one million 
households which actually owned tel- 
evision sets. The Britain of February 
1952, when Queen Elizabeth II ascended to 
the throne, was a very different country to 
that which is now mourning her passing. 

So much so that, if we could somehow 
magically travel back 70 years, we’d be 
amazed at how much our nation has 
changed. Conversely, a denizen of the early 
1950s fast-forwarded to the Britain of today 
would probably think they had landed on 
another planet. 

The last time a reigning monarch died, and 
a new one was proclaimed, the UK was just 
emerging from a period of post-war auster- 
ity. Rationing after the Second World War 
actually became stricter due to shortages of 
supplies. Bread, for instance, was never 
rationed during the war but was put on the 
ration book in 1946. When Queen Elizabeth 
ascended to the throne, meat, sugar, tea and 
sweets were all still rationed. 

But there were definite signs that better 
times were just around the corner. The 
previous year, more than eight million 
people had attended the Festival of Britain, a 
celebratory event held at London’s South 
Bank designed by the Labour government to 
showcase “modern Britain” and give a boost 
to national morale after the years of 
belt-tightening. 

Foreign Secretary Herbert Morrison called 
the festival “a great national effort to show 
the world how much we have achieved, are 
achieving and are going to achieve”. 

The post-war Labour governments of 
1945-51, led by Clement Attlee, established 
the NHS and extended the welfare state 
“from the cradle to the grave”. But 
despite Labour recording its highest ever 
share of the vote in the general election of 
1951, the party lost its majority 
and the Tories returned to power.

Winston Churchill, who led Britain to vic- 
tory in the Second World War, had trium- 
phantly returned to Downing Street in 
October 1951 at the grand age of 77. 

With commentators hailing a “New 
Elizabethan Age”, there was much optimism, 
but still plenty of problems for Churchill’s 
new administration. 

One of the most pressing, in an age where 
burning coal was the norm, was air pollu- 
tion. The so-called “Great Smog of London” 
killed more than 4,000 people in 
December 1952, caused by a 
mixture of black smoke and gt

illegal and subject to criminal prosecution. 
Another major change has been Britain’s 
transformation into a multi-racial, multi-eth- 
nic society. Non-white faces were a rarity 
70 years ago, and that didn’t change until the 
1960s as immigration increased.

Football supporters 
attended matches in collars and ties. Most 
people wouldn’t dream of leaving the house 
without a hat. Leisure-wear hadn’t yet been 
invented.

HE BRITAIN of 1952 was, culturally 

and socially, a far more conservative 

country than today, with Christianity 
at its core. Although the number of divorce 
petitions had risen to more than 38,000 — 
compared to about 4,800 in the early 1930s 
— marital separation was frowned upon. 

“It still carried a strong stigma, across 
classes and reaching to the highest,” 
writes broadcaster Andrew Marr in his 
History of Modern Britain. 

The liberal realm Charles has inherited is 
one of same-sex marriages and Pride 
marches. In 1952, prevailing attitudes were 
very different, with homosexual acts actually 


for the rise in population. 

In 1951 there were just 

525,000 incidents of 

recorded crime in England 
and Wales, compared with 
5.8million in the year ending 
September 2021. 

“People respected the police and came 
across serious crime rarely. The various 
scares about violent racketeers in London, or 
lawless youths, were mostly confined to the 
papers,” says Marr. 

Personal habits were also very different. 
Back in 1952, the majority of Britons 
smoked, some quite heavily. In fact, unlike 
today when it is subject to widespread bans 
and graphic warning labels on tobacco 
products, smoking was actually encouraged 
by the authorities. 

A previous Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sir Stafford Cripps, advised people to smoke 
their cigarettes right down to the butt. And 
in 1952 the country’s — if not the world’s — 
most famous cigar smoker was the Prime 
Minister himself, who was seldom seen with- 


out a large cigar in his mouth. In the tobacco- 
friendly Britain of the 1950s, when the 
health risks from smoking were not yet fully 
known, you could light up almost every- 
where — on public transport, in cinemas and 
at your workplace. Again, unlike today, ciga- 
rettes were cheap, costing 38 old pennies for 
a packet of 20. 

For most, the radio remained the main 
source of entertainment, with the BBC 
Radio divided into the Home Service for 
news and current affairs and the Light 
Programme, which broadcast mainly music 
and entertainment. 

One of the most popular radio shows was 
The Goon Show, made up of Spike 
Milligan, Peter Sellers, Harry Secombe 
and Michael Bentine, whose zany humour 
would soon become a favourite of the young 
Prince Charles. 

The Festival of Britain had given a boost to 
television sales but the real catalyst was The 
Queen’s Coronation in 1953, which saw the 
number of household sets more than double 
to two and a half million. 


NTIL 1955, with the launch of ITV, 

there was still only one BBC chan- 

nel — in stark contrast to today when 
online streaming platforms and digital 
screens offer what would have seemed to be 
unimaginable choice. Among the black-and- 
white programmes on offer to viewers in 
1952 were the panel quiz show Animal, 
Vegetable, Mineral?, in which learned experts 
were tasked with identifying an unusual 
object from a museum; the children’s series 
Billy Bunter of Greyfriars School; and The 
Flower Pot Men (later called Bill and Ben), 
puppets who made their debut that year in 
the Watch with Mother slot for pre-schoolers. 

The year of the Queen’s accession was an 
Olympic Year but, in contrast with recent 
triumphs, the British team did not fare well 
in the summer games in Helsinki. The only 
gold medal went to showjumper Captain 
Harry Llewellyn. 

In football, Manchester United won their 
first title for 41 years, after beating Arsenal 
6-1 in the championship decider at Old 
Trafford. Newcastle United won the FA Cup 
for the second year running. 

Seventy years ago, football was very much 
“The People’s Game”. Going to matches 
only cost 1 shilling and 6 old pennies - 
around £2.34 in today’s money — compared 
to an average ticket price of £63 for 
Premiership games last season. In 2021/2, 
the average first-team footballer’s salary 
in the big-bucks Premier League was

Supermarkets were few and far between 
70 years ago. Instead, food shopping 
involved frequent visits to the butcher, the 
baker, the greengrocer, the fishmonger and 
the grocer, where an assistant would weigh 
and bag up the items for the customer. 


LTHOUGH there were some 
national chains such as Boots, 
WH Smith and Woolworths, most 
high streets were dominated by local inde- 
pendents. And while the high street of today 
is populated by takeaways of every variety, 
serving a plethora of home delivery apps, in 
the 1950s, fish and chips was the only thing 
on the menu and one had to queue for it. 

For millions of Britons, holidays then 
meant a coach trip to a Hi-de-Hi!-style sea- 
side holiday camp, with basic accommoda- 
tion and a daily programme of activities. 

In 1951, more than 110,000 people also 
spent time on farms under a “holidays-on- 
the-land” scheme. The foreign package holi- 
day was still some way off. 

The long reign of Queen Elizabeth II, 
which began in February 1952 and which 
ended only this month saw some extraordi- 
nary transformations in everyday British life. 

Yet in an everchanging world, HM The 
Queen remained a constant. No wonder her 
passing has been so keenly felt.

set cost-of-living 
disability payment 


AROUND. six million people will 
receive a one-off £150 disability cost- 
of-living payment from today. 

Those already being paid a disability 
benefit which qualifies for the support 
will receive the funds automatically. 

The vast majority of those eligible 
are expected to receive their payment 
by the start of October, the 
Government has said. 

People with disabilities often face 
higher related costs, such as care and 
mobility needs. 

Those who may be eligible for the 
payment include people receiving the 
disability living allowance, personal 
independence payment, attendance 
allowance, Scottish disability benefits

(adult disability payment and child 
disability payment), Armed Forces 
independence payment, constant 
attendance allowance, or the war pen- 
sion mobility supplement. 

The money is part of a package of 
support for households as bills soar. 

More than eight million eligible 
households in receipt of means-tested 
benefits received the first of two auto- 
matic cost-of-living payments of £326 
from July 14. 

The second means-tested payment 
of £324 will be issued later this year. 

From October 1, a new energy price 
guarantee will mean average house- 


holds will spend no more than £2,500 
a year on energy for two years. 

News of the guarantee was immedi- 
ately overshadowed by the death of 
the Queen, leaving some questions 
about the support outstanding. 

More measures to help households 
and businesses are expected this week. 
People are also urged to be aware of 
scammers targeting those expecting 
cost-of-living help. 

Payments will be automatic, so peo- 
ple should be wary of messages from 
fraudsters asking for personal details.

DAVID DEIN is the visionary who 
was the brains behind the forming 
of the Premier League. 

The phenomenon has 
transformed English football and 
turned it into a multi-billion pound 
worldwide success. 

But when news broke about a 
clandestine plot to form a European 
Super League in April last year, 
Dein was angered by the sheer 
“greed” of the clubs. 

The fact his beloved Arsenal were 
involved made him even more 
upset. Sadly, Dein, 79, fears the 
threat has not gone away, with Real 
Madrid, Juventus and Barcelona 
still pursuing a legal battle. 

Worryingly, new Chelsea owner 
Todd Boehly also refused last week 
to completely rule it out. 

Former Arsenal vice-chairman 
Dein said: “The Super League was 
shocking. There’s a play in the West 
End called, ‘The Play That Went 
Wrong’, and that’s what I call the 
ESL. “The ESL that went wrong’. 

“The thought of a sterile league 
with no promotion or relegation. 

“We don’t want teams being 
judged on history. Being Manchester 
United or AC Milan and being

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catapulted into the Super League, 
that’s not the way sport works. It’s 
11 versus 11.That’s where you start: 
a level playing field. 

“The Super League is the 
Champions League. But the G word 
here is greed. There is a worry that it 
will come back because the three 
clubs are still fighting UEFA. 

“The fans were so vociferous and 
it was a combination of their views, 
the press and the Prime Minister 
threatening to ‘drop a legislative 
bomb on it’ that really must have 
scared the English clubs off.” 

When the Premier League was 
formed, Arsenal’s annual turnover 
was £1.5million a year. The TV deal 
in 1986 was worth a total of £6.3m.

“I was on a plane the 
other day and I switched 
on the TV and there was 
Liverpool v Newcastle 
on a Turkish Airlines 
flight 30,000 feet up,” 
said Dein.

train on the track and we have to 
keep it going. The fact it has 
1.3billion viewers around the world 
tells its own story.” 
It is a shame for English football 
that someone who lives and 
breathes the game, was at

“Arsenal have struggled since 
Arsene leaving, there’s a bit 
of renaissance and 
something good is going 
on,” said Dein. “But in 
my day, Arsene was 
fighting for one and two 
with United. It was 

never in my agenda to 
come fourth — I wanted 
to win the title.

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since Arsene left in 2018. I’ve never 
understood why Arsene was good 
enough for FIFA, to be head of 
Global Football Development, but 
wasn’t good enough for Arsenal in 
some capacity. 

“That was a big mistake by the 
board. They should have kept him 
within the family. At least we are 
seeing some recovery and long may 
it last. There’s some signs of a good 
team emerging so hopefully they 
are on the way back. 

“Arsene has been bruised the way 
he was treated and not dissimilar to 
me. He was there for 22 years, I was 
there for 24.” 

Dein’s warts-and-all 
autobiography, Calling The Shots, 
details everything from _ the 
Invincibles to Sven-Goran 
Eriksson’s adventures, Pizzagate, 
FIFA scandals and his charity work 
in prisons to help rehabilitate 
offenders. 

It also explains in depth the 
fallouts at Arsenal amid boardroom 
TOWS surrounding majority 
shareholder Stan Kroenke. 

“T don’t have a relationship with 
them, which is a great shame,” said 
Dein. “I’m touched when I go to 
games for the people who ask, 
‘When are you coming back?’ My 
answer is always the same — I’m 
here but just in a different capacity.”
